There are inſtances, for which one trembles, of Plants altered, by their fitnation and 
accidents of growth; ſo far from their natural form and aſpect, that they deceive as 
new Species; and ſome which ſtand under that name, I think, time and more ohſerva- 
tion will remove : but Plants like this, are not of that number. 


THrost in our gardens differ ſo widely from the parent Plants, that many, who have ſeen 
their Figures drawn from nature, hardly thought them like. Three years ſince, my ho- 
noured Patron purchaſed in Venice, a vaſt number of Figures of Plants, natives of that 
part of the world ; and they are ĩneſtimable, becauſe they give us the forms of the Species, 
as they grow wild. Our Plants raiſed year after from Seeds, ripened in gardens, differ 
in aſpect greatly from them; but none in the ſpecific characters: when theſe are well 
made out; and thanks to the excellent Linneus, they now are fo; they remain fixt 
far ever.
